THE HESTONSIDILITIES OF & COMPRADORE. 

To the avic Marty v. Chau U Chi dnd an- 
other, in which the plaintiff sought to ro- 
cover 2700 which be had paid on accaunt of 
a parcel of treasure: which went amissing 
during a voyage from Haiphong tv Hong- 
kong, parties appeared ia Court to-day at 
the request.of his Lordship. 

The plain was represented by Mr 

Hastings (of Mesars Wotton and Deacon's 
office), and the defendants by Mr C. D, 
Wilkinson. 
* Evidence was taken a week aga, and hia 
Lordship reserved judgment. The plain- 
tiff, as charterer of the steamer, had paid 
the $700 to the consignee, and now sought 
to recover from the ehip's cmpradore, who, 
he maintained, was responsible under his 
bond for all goods shipped by the steamer 
Swatow on tho voyage in queation. De- 
fendant denied: all responsibility with re- 
gard to treasure, und wainfained that thie 
particular parcel had never been in his 
custody. 

His Lordship—In considering the evid- 
ence which has been given in this case a 
point occurred to me on which T thought 
-posaibly some adniission might be made to 
save further evidence from tring adduced, 
"The bill of lading states that the box issaid 
to have contained $7003 only it occurred 
to me that it might possibly save further 
evidence being taken if the conusel for the 
defence could admit. that ths box did in 
fact contain $700.

He fraquently had troubla in so 
dving. Noarly. all the timo so engaged he 
carried a rovolver, particularly when he 
knew that sereral men wera ashore, It! 
was very hard to try and arrest a nan when 
rin company, and witnoss had boen aasanlt- 
edin so doing. The revolver he carried 
had only twice bean Iosded, once on the 
houseboat. Hoe had frequently been to 
Lemon’s place to arrest men, as it was the 
principal place for the Petrel men when 
ashore. He had known instances of men be- 
ing conevaled thore when witnoas was after 


them and Lemon had given him the lovgh : 


forit, On the Ist May witness received a 
warrant to atreste man. At about half-past 
ten that morning he tovk his revolver, 
and puta pair of irons in his packet. 
He leaded the revolver when going for un 
excursion in o hougsboat, and forgot to 
unload it when be ¢.me back, or he wand: 
never have shot Lomon. and might prubably 
base been killed instead. The first time, 
on lst May, that he went to Lemon’s house 
was about half-past eleven in the morning. 
He wns then looking for the man named 
Sniffen wha had ' jumped’ his ship. Atter 
Jovking round he saw that Suiffen was not 
there and left, going round subsequently 
to like places in Hongkex. He ‘relurned 
b tween three and four o'clock and asked 
L-mon whether Sniffen was upstairs, and 
he said no. A Sikh policeinan wan in the 
room.
